4. (Previously Presented) A religious object as recited in claim 1 , wherein said religious 
object further includes a second pendant, said second pendant having a front face and a rear face 
defining a cavity therebetween, and wherein a second at least one piece of wool is disposed

5. (Previously Presented) A religious object as recited in claim 4, wherein at least one of 
said faces of said second pendant includes an opening exposing at least one piece of wool from 
within said cavity of said second pendant, 

6. (Currently Amended) A religious scapular comprising: 
a necklace; 

a first pendant and a second pendant each of said pendants having a front and a rear face 
that define a cavity therebetween, at least one of said faces is defined by aiuj E eninj L and_an outer 
surface, wherein said outer surface is the outer most surface of said pendant; and
